But, 
as there is no better proof of the difficulty 
of the undertaking than the want of success 
which has attended every former attempt of 
the kind in our language, it may fairly be

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task. The discerning need not be told that 


innumerable obstacles present themselves, 
even to consummate diligence, in the course 


of so extensive a subject: that to industry 
and very general reading, must be united a 
versatility of talent which is seldom their 
companion: and lastly, that, where it is ne- 
cessary to give satisfaction to so many, suc- 
ess must at best be highly precarious. 


Among the productions of foreign lite- 
rature, Germany has hitherto been the most 
successful in illustrating the history of her 
living literati, The indefatigable applica- 


tion of Hamberger and his successor Meusel, 


has furnished a catalogue of the living au- 
thors of that country, in which their names 
and their works are exhibited with surpris- 
ing accuracy. La FRANCE LirTERAIRI is 
a meager and defective performance; and it 
has not been continued since the year 1784.

The list of Spanish authors, during the reign 
of Carlos III. by Juan Sempere y Guarinos, 
extends only to writers of eminence: while 
Italy and all the northern world have made 
no attempts whatever of a similar kind. 


In regard to our own country, the pre- 


sent is the fifth work of the kind in the au- 
thor's recollection. The first was an octavo 
shilling pamphlet, which appeared in the 


year 1762, under the title, AN HIS TORICAI. 
AND CRITICAL ACCOUNT or THE LIVES 
AND WRITINGS OF THE LIVING WRITERS 
or GREAT-BRITAIN AND IRELAND; 
WHEREIN THEIR RESPECTIVE MERITS 
ARE DISCUSSED WITH THE UTMOST cAx- 
DOUR : a poor, imperfect, and erroneous ac- 
count of the few persons mentioned by the 
compiler, whose number scarcely amounts to 
an hundredth parr of the authors then in 
existence. This was followed by the caTa- 
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LOGUE OP FIVE HUNDRED CELEBRATED 
AUTHORS OF GREAT-BKRITAIN, NOW II- 
VING, published in a thin octavo volume in 
the year 1788 : of the defeCtive execution of 
which, enough has already been said. In 
the year 1791, an octavo volume was pub- 
lished at Berlin and Stettin, under the title, |

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who was not resident in our own country 
when he undertook the execution of such a 
task. The fourth of the publications al- 
luded to, is the work entitled, LITERARY 
MEMOIRS OF LIVING AUTHORS OF GREAT 
BRITAIN, (two volumes, octavo, 1798), the 
author of which was evidently better quali- 
fied for his undertaking than any of his pre- 
decessors. He approaches, indeed, so much 
nearer than any of them to the due execu- 
tion of the task, that his may be called the 
first legitimate attempt of the kind; and the 
errors Which must arise in such a first at- 


tempt are excusable in him. 


The specimen which is here presented to 
the public of a neu attempt, is offered at its 
tribunal with a mixture of apprehension 
and confidence — apprehension, arising from 
a doubt whether any work of the kind will 
be thought sufficiently interesting to merit 


encourage- 
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encouragement, and confidence; which owes 
its origin to a satisfaction that much has 
been done in the present case toward the due 
execution of the task.

Upon the reception which this specimen 


shall experience will the coMPLET10N of the 
work depend. Should it be favourable, the 
author pledges himself to continue it with 
equal assiduity and to bring to his task a like 
degree of information but, if otherwise, he 


is not of a disposition to labour for the pub- 


lic good, without the reward of public ap- 


probation. 

In regard to the ExTTNT of the work, 
it is somewhat difficult to speak with preci- 
sion. The author is of opinion, however, 
that it may, be comprised in six volumes, 


similar in size to that which is here offered. 


Discerning 
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Discerning readers will not need to be 
told, that a work like the present must, al- 
most of necessity, be anonymous. Vet if 
the author of this attempt has been at all 
able to put his intentions into execution, he 
will have as little to fear as mo writers in 
similar circumstances, on the score of pro- 
pagating illibera! or ill designing sentiments. 
He feels inclined upon this occasion to re- 
peat the words of a celebrated writer,“ in a 
situation not greatly dissimilar to his own. 
No authority under divine is too great to be 
called in question; and however venerable mo- 
narchy may be in a state, no man ever wished 
to see the government of letters under any form 
but that of a republic. As a citizen of that 
commonwealth, -T propose my sentiments for the 
revision of any decree, of any honorary sentence 


as I think fit: my fellow-citizens, equally ſree,

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will vote according to their opinions — Thus 


much with regard to great names — As to any 


other notions which may clash with those com- 
monly received or better established, let it be un- 
derstood, that I propose my own with the same 
deference and diffidence, and by no means ex- 
pecking they should be adopted, unless they are 
found agreeable to good sense, Kill less intending 
fo wrangle for them, if they are contested. 
This work was calculated ta. amuse : if it 


offends any man, or is taken too seriously, the 


author will be concerned; but it will never 


| make him so Serious as to defend it. 


The plan adopted by the author, as most ; 
consonant to the professed object of such 
a publication, has been to content himself 4 
with biographical miniatures, while he al- 
lowed his pencil greater scope in the li- 
* terary department of his subject: and before 
4 any reader censures the contracted scale of

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the biographical sketches which he will 
meet with in this volume, let him recol- 
lect how few incidents, excepting literary 
anecdotes, the lives of men of letters af- 
ford, and with how light a hand such mo- 
dels should be taken from living subjects. 

Finally the author hopes, that his work 
will give offence to no man in the light of a 
party- publication. The times in which we 
live are, unhappily, such, that every mind 
is necessarily more or less agitated by politi- 
cal opinion: yet it is the duty of all, to 
avoid being influenced by an useless zeal to 
the detriment of the peace of society. If, 
however, he shall be thought in this respect 
to have exceeded in any case the bounds of 
moderation, it will be a satisfaction to him 
to think that he has adopted that cause 
which, in impartial opinion, all good men 
must approve; and which we may boldly

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say that heaven itself has peculiarly favour- 
ed, —— Yes! his mind exults and glows 


within him, when he contemplates the go-

ADAIR, ROBERT, ESQ. 


Son of the late surgeon-general to the army 


of the same name, (by a sister of the late Lord 


Keppel); a man who has not been less celebra- 
ted for his chirurgical skill, than for the uncom- 


mon suavity of his manners and the rectitude of 


his heart. The subject of the present article en- 
tered life with every advantage, except that of 


fortune, which he could have wished. The mar- 


riage of his father, had allied him to the noble fa- 
milies of Russel and Keppel; but unfortunately 
for himself, it was that alliance which gave a tinc- 
ture to his politics. He does not stand indeed 
a solitary example, in the whig club, of men of 
genius submitting to be led, where they ought to 


lead. Instead of dedicating his talents to the as- 


siduous pursuit of a lucrative profession, he has 
A 4 devoted 
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devoted them to the interested purposes of a fac- 
tion; and some letters which he wrote on the 
commercial treaty with France, raised the esti- 
mation of his powers so high, that opposition has 
spared no arts to retain him in her cause. The 


promise of a seat in parliament, the most allur- 


ing bribe to a young and ambitious man, has 
been made, broken, and renewed ; and, though 
he has been frequently disappointed, he still 
continues to drudge on, in the hope of finally re- 


ceiving the reward of his labours. Those labours 


have not been confined to his pen ; and when 
a negociation was pending, between our court 
and that of Petersburgh, he undertook to inform 


the late empress, how numerous and steady 
were the friends that she might rely on in the 


British parliament. He was presented on this 


occasion, by her imperial majesty, with a superb 
watch, as a proof of her gratitude for the trouble 
he had undertaken; and has been frequently 


mentioned in our house of commons, with re— 
ference to this his ambassadorial character. 


When Mr. Burke, in one of his political | 


rhapsodies, spoke disrespectfully of the late lord 


Keppel, Mr. Adair, in an excellent letter, ad- 


dressed to Mr. Fox, took an opportunity of vin- 


dicating his uncle's character.

address to the king, to interpose the royal justice 
and clemency in behalf of Thomas Muir, Esq. 
and the Rev. Thomas Fyshe Palmer, was atter- 
ward published, and has been pronounced by 
the abeitors of that party, to do equal honour to 
the speaker as a lawyer aud a man. 


ADAMS, HON. JOHN, I. I. D. 


President of the United States of America, 
and commander in chief of all their military and 
naval forces. Ihis distinguished character is de- 
scended from one of the fist families which 
tounded the colony of the Massachuset's Bay, in 

i630, He early applied himselt to the study of 
. the laws of his country, aud no sooner entered 
upon the practice, than his eminent abilities and 
probity of character, drew upon him the atten- 
tion and estcem of his countrymen. A disserta- 
tion on the canon and feudal laws, which he soon 
produced, gained him great applause, and was 
thought to discover its author to be capable at 
an early period, of seconding efficaciously the for- 
mation of republics on the principles of juſtice 
and virtue. The designs of governor Barnard 
which had succeeded with so many, were inef: 
footual with Dr. Adams, who openly declared, he 

; would 
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would not accept a favour, however flatteringly 
offered, which might in any manner connect him 
with the enemy of the rights of his country, or, 
as it happened with too many others, tend to em- 
barrass him in the discharge of his duty to the 
public. In consequence of this, the governor 
refused his admission into the council of the pro- 
vince; but Dr. Adams had the ſatisfaction of 
gaining che applause of his countrymen in gene- 
ral, who sent him to assist at the congress in 1774, 
in which his activity was very conspicuous, and 
he was one of the principal promoters of the fa- 
mous resolution of the 4th of July, when the co- 
lonies declared themselves FREE AND INDEPEN- 
DENT STATES. | 

Having been fifteen months one of the com- 
miss ioners of the war department, and a principal 
suggestor of the terms to be offered to France for 
forming treaties of alliance and commerce, he was 
sent to the court of Versailles, as one of the mi- 
nisters plenipotentiary of the United States. At- 
ter continuing some time invested with this im- 
portant trust, he returned to America; where he 
no sooner appeared, than he was called upon by 
the state of Massachuset's Bay, to assist in form- 
ing a system of government, which might esta- 
blish the rights of all, on clear, just, and perma- 


nent grounds; and for the constitution of that 


state as it stands at this day, his countrymen are 
4 | chiefly 
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chiefly indebted to him. his important busi- 
ness being completed, Dr. Adams returned to 
Europe, with full powers from congress, to assist 
at any conferences which might be opened for 
the establishment of peace; and be soon after— 
ward received other powers to negeciate a loan 
of money for the us of the United States and to 
represent thein, as their minister-plenipotentiary, 
to their high mightinesses the States Geaeral of 
the United Provinces. 

On his atrial in Holland, nothing could have 
been more unpromising to the happy execution 
of his mission, than were the affairs of that coun- 
try. The influence of the court of St. James” 
over a certain sct of men, the interest that many 
had in the funds and commerce of England, and 


the dread of her power which generally prevailed 


throughout the provinces, obliged him to act with 
the utmost circumspection. Unknown, and at first 
unnoticed (except by a few), his business was to 
examine into the state of things, and into the cha- 
racters of the leading men. This necessary know- 
ledge was scarcely acquired, when the conduct 
of the British ministry afforded him an opportu- 
nity of shewing himself more openly. The con- 
tempt with which the whole Belgic nation was 
treated, gave him great advantages over the Eng- 
lis ambassador at the Hague. He availed him- 
self of his rival's rashness with coolness and abi- 


lity ; 
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lity; and, by consequence, became so particu- 
larly obnoxious to the prevailing party, that it 
was even dangerous for him to go to a village 
scarcely a day's journey from his residence, unless 
with the utmost secresy—the fate of Dorislar was 
before his eyes. Having been under the neces- 
Sity therefore of residing at Amsterdam, for pro- 
tection against the malice of the times, he ob- 
tained the good opinion of the magistrates by his 
prudent conduct as a private citizen. The bad 
policy of England, enabled him to step forward 
as a public character. As such, he presented to 
the States General his famous memorial, dated 
the 19th of April, 1781, wherein the declaration 
of the independency of America on the 4th of 
July, 1776, was justified ; the unalterable reso- 
Jution of the United States to abide thereby, as- 
Serted ; the interest that all the powers of Eu- 
rope, and particularly the States General, had 
in maintaining it, proved; the political and na- 
tural grounds of a commercial connection be- 
tween the two republics, pointed out ; and infor- 
mation given, that the memorialist was invested 
w.ch full powers from Congress, to treat with their 
High Mightinesses for the good of both countries. 
The presentation of this memorial was a de- 
licate step. Dr. Adams was sensible that he 
alone was answerable for the consequences ; it 
being taken not merely from his own single sug- 
gestion, 
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gestion, but contrary to the opinion and advice of 
Some of great weight and authority. However, 
considering maturely the measure, he saw it in 
all its lights, and boldly ventured on the under- 
taking. The full effect of it was not looked for 
immediately. The first object was, that the 
nation should consider the matter thoroughly; 
it being evident, that the more it was ruminated 
on, the more obvious would be the advantages 
and necessity of a connection between the two 
countries. When, therefore, the memorial was 
taken by the States General ad referendum, the 
first point was gained; the people thought of, 
and reasoned on the matter set before them; 
many excellent writings appeared, and they made 
the greatest impression; a weekly paper in par- 
ticular, entitled Le Politique Hollandois, drew 
the attention of all, on account of its informa- 
tion, the soundness of its argument, and its poli- 
tical judgment and patriotism. At length the 
time came when the work was to be complet- 
ed: the generality of the people of Holland, 
seeing the necessity of opening a new course to 

their trade, which the aggression of England, 
and the commercial spirit of other nations tend- 
ed to diminish, demanded an immediate connec- 
tion with the United States of America, as a 
means of indemnifying themselves for the loss 


which a declared enemy had brought. on them, 
Vo. I. | B and 
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and the rivalship of neighbouring nations might 
produce. 

Mr. Adams seized the occasion which the 
public disposition afforded him, and presented 
his ulterior address of the gth of January, 1782 
referring therein to his memorial of the 19th of 
April 1781, and demanding a categorical an- 
swer. The towns, cities, quarters, and states of 
the several provinces took the whole matter into 
immediate deliberation, and instructed their se— 
veral deputics, in the States General, to concur 
in the admission of Mr. Adams in quality of mi- 
nister plenipotentiary of the United States of 
North America. This was done by a resolution, 
passed by their high mightinesses the 19th of 
April, 1782 ; and on the 22d of the same month, 
Mr. Adams was admitted accordingly, with all 
the usual ceremonies. | 

This event seems to have been as great a blow 
as any that had been given to the pride and in- 
terests of England during that war. It shewed 
that the Dutch were no longer over-awed by the 
power of their enemy, for they dared to brave 
him to his teeth. It set an example to other na- 
tions, to partake of the commerce of those coun- 
tries, which England had lost by-her inconsider- 
ate conduct. It confounded at once the Eng- 
lish partisans in Holland, and proved that Sir Jo- 
seph Yorke was not the great minister he had 


hitherto 
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hitherto been supposed to be. It gave occasion 
to an ambassador of one of the greatest monarchs 


of Europe to say to Mr. Adams: Yous avez frappe, 


Monsieur, le plus grand coup de tout I Europe. C'est 
le plus grand coup, qui d etè frappe dans la cause 
Americaine. C'est vous qui avez effraye et terrassẽ 
les Anglomannes. C'est vous qui avez rempli cette 
nation d'enthousiasme. And then turning to ano- 
ther gentleman, he said, Ce n'est pas pour faire 
compliment a Monsieur Adams, que je dis cela: c'est 
parcegu'en verite, je crois que c'est ca duc.“ 

From the figure which Dr. Adams made at 
the commencement of the American war, and 
from the celebrity of his talents he has been de- 
puted ambassador to several of the European 
powers since the establishment of American in— 
dependency. He was early made a member of 
the American academy of arts and sciences, and 
is now its president. Oh the resignation of Ge- 
neral Washington he was advanced to his pre- 


This diplomatic compliment has been followed by others. The 
following is a convivial one, which an ingenious and patriotic 
Dutchman addressed to his excellency, on drinking to him out of a 
large beautiful glass, which is called a boccale, and had inscribed 
round its brim, Aurea Libertas.

affairs acquired by one of them,“ and the ample 
information concerning the nature of man and 
the science of government possessed by all, many 
sentiments occured in their works which it was 
difficult to reconcile to reason, experience, the 
constitution of human nature, and the firſt prin- 
ciples of policy adopted by all enlightened na- 
tions, whether ancient or modern. From the 
commencement of the revolution in America 
there had been a party in every state, which en- 
tertained sentiments similar to those of M. Tur— 
got. Two or three of them had established go- 
vernments upon his principle; and proposals had 
been made in several states of America to depose 
the governor and senate as useless and expensive 
branches of the constitution. As the opinions of 
M. Turgot contributed to excite these discon- 
tents among the people, Dr. Adams held it a po- 
litical and moral duty to examine his theory at 
great length; to call the experience of past ages 
to enlighten the present; and from a wide and 
extended view of human affairs, to mark and 
ascertain those principles of legislation and go- 
vernment which give order, success, stability 
and duration to political establishments and to 
civil society. The great and leading idea which 
runs through his ingenious and learned work is,

that a mixture of the three powers, the regal, 
the aristocratical and the democratical, properly 
balanced, composes the most perfect form of go- 
vernment, and secures the greatest degree of hap- 
piness to the greatest number of individuals;

ness of reflection and a masculine spirit, such as 
ambassadors in any court of Europe seldom pos- 
sess, but which all would be proud to display. 


ADAMS, SAMUEL, ESQ. 


Late lieutenant-governor of the State of Mas- 
sachuset's bay. This gentleman was one of the 
first movers in the American revolution, and has 
been understood to possess one of the best poli- 
tical heads of any of its leaders. Himself and 
Haxcock were the only two persons excepted, 
in a general pardon offered to the Americans at 
the beginning of the contest. He was member 
of the first and succeeding congresses and has

He was formerly 
resident in London, but has been driven by po- 
litical persecution from his country. Mr. Adams 
is brother to the well-known secretary to the so- 
ciety for constitutional information ; which cir- 
cumstance and his avowed attachment to civil 
liberty, operated so much against him in the city, 
that he found his business decline. A vacancy of 
the ſituation of physician to the English factory at 
Madeira offering, he procured the degree of extra- 
licentiate in medicine from the college of physi- 
cians in London, and embarked for that island; 
where he bids fair to make a handsome fortune, 
to which his abilities justly entitle him. Mr.

This work is avowedly a commentary on some 
of the opinions of his old tutor, the celebrated

The comprehen- 
sive and useful collection of English poetry was 
originally undertaken on a smaller scale by Messrs. 
Mundell and Son, printers in Edinburgh; and 
enlarged to its present size by the recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Anderson. Of the chronological se- 
ries of biographical prefaces, prefixed to this 
work, the greater part is written by him ; and 
his merits in this line of authorship are very high- 
ly respectable ; though he has not altogether es-

Her screne highness, a lady who has been 
highly celebrated for her gaiety, her wit and ta- 
tents, was born in December, 1750; being the, 
youngest daughter- of Augustus, the late Earl 
Berkeley. When little more than sixteen years 
of age, she married William, the late Lord Cras 
ven, by whom she has had a numerous issue; 
and his lordship dying in September, 1791, she 
married the Margrave of Brandenburgh, Anspach, 
and Bareith, in legs than a month after that event. 
Fhe ceremony was performed at Lisbon, in the 
presence of the ambassadors of Russia, Naples, 
Holland, Vienna, and all the English gentry that 
could be collected. His serene highness having 
no issue by his former lady, sold his margraviate 
in January 1792, for a large pension for lite, to his 
nearest male-heir, the late king of Prussia. 

A hazardous tour which was made by the mar- 
gravine in the year 1786, does considerable. 
Konour to ſemale curiosity and female spirit; 

by eX chibiting a scene, wherein the one is 
directed to valuable ends, and the other is 
oxerted in a laudable enterprise.

Its playful satire, levelled 
at the group of whim and folly, and not at indi- 
vidual excentricity, is formed of that axpiCuc of 
sentiment, chastened raillery, and humourous

There is one among them which we think, from its greater prox- 
imity to the axsteyan vein of thought and manner of expression, en- 
titled to peculiar commendation ; but our uncertainty as to its au- 
thor, prevents us from affording it this just tribute of commenda- 
tion in its proper place. We ſhall here however acknowledge, that 
we have peruſed with peculiar pleasure THE SEA SIDE,” a poem, 
in familiar epistles ; the first edition of which was published period- 
ically, by single letters, at Ramsgate, in 1797, and the second, with 
great improvements and an appendix, at London, in a duodecimo 
volume, in the year following. The subject did not admit of $0 
good a poem as the BATH GUIDE, but the author has made the most 


of it. The poem on King's gate, at the end of the Second edition, 
is by the author of the PURSUITS OF LITERATURE, 
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may boldly affirm, no subsequent satirist has 80 
truly and happily united. Indeed the same feli- 
city seems to have been unattainable ever after- 
ward, even by Mr. Anstey himself; for the 
ELECTION BALI, though not destitute of wit 
and humour, is far inferior to the former poem. 
The lines on the death of the Marquis of Tavis- 
tock, who died by a fall from his horse, are 
written in blank verse, with a feeling and pathos 
suited to the mournful occasion; and the PRIEST 
DISSECTED, seems to have been part of a bloody 
battle between an enraged poet and a reverend 
haberdasher of small scandal. The comic EPIS- 
TOLA AD C. W. BAMPFYLDE, ARM. was writ- 
ten to introduce to the public some designs, made 
by Mr. Bampfylde of Hestercombe, in Somerset- 
Shire, for several of the persons and incidents in 
the election ball: it has been very indifferently 
translated into English by another hand. His 
scriptural PARAPHRASE, served to evince Mr. 
Anstey's due estimation of his prominent talent 
in former instances; and that he then succeeds

This production, though not without great me- 
rit, appears upon the whole too diffusive, and 
not to have been finished with sufficient atten- 
tion. LiBERALITY, which has been lately re- 
printed with the addition of a short introduction; 
was written to put many humane, but incautious 
persons on their guard, against the frequent arti- 
fices of very unworthy petitioners for pecuniary 
assistance: among the rest against those fashion- 


able mendicants, not unfrequently seen at Bath, 


Who lay claim to the generosity of the public, 
some from the merit of having lived very gen- 
teely above their incomes, and some from hav- 
ing lived still more genteelly without any in- 
comes at all. | 
The last of the pieces above enumerated, is a 
poetical tale which is founded on fact. The un- 
tortunate damsel to which it relates, had been 
seduced by a military officer and was afterward 
deserted by him. Filled with anguish, shame, and 
remorse, not without some remains of love for 
the destroyer of her innocence, she left her fa- 
ther's house in search of her perfidious lover, 
and perished through fatigue and cold, in one of 
the inclement nights of the severe winter of 
1794. Her story was published on this occasion, 


with the laudable view to set innocence on its 


guard, and to promote the cause of virtue,

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Mr. Anstey also, many years ago, wrote a 
very beautiful translation of Gray's elegy, in asso- 
ciation with another gentleman; and some much- 
admired verses, addressed to a friend, which not 
long ago appeared in the Bath-herald, may like- 
wise, we believe, he attributed to his elegant 
pen.

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APTHORPE, EAST, D.D. 


Of the town of Cambridge. Prebendary of 
Finsbury, in the church of St. Paul. This gen- 
tleman, in his day a very distinguished divine, 
was educated at Jesus-college, Cambridge. He 
took the degree of B. A. in 1755, and distin- 
guished himself as a classical scholar. After this, 
he resided for some years in America; was after- 
ward made vicar of Croydon, in Surrey, and upon 
the death of Dr. Sclater, obtained the rectory of 
St. Mary-le-Bow, London. Having the misfor- 
tune to lose his sight, (which he has recovered 
in only a very small degree), he resigned those 
livings, and on the death of Dr. Wilson, bishop 
of Bristol, was collated to the above-mentioned 
prebend, and took up his residence in the town 
of Cambridge ; where the exemplary attention 


_ of a wife, who is as a pattern of conjugal fidelity 


and affection, sensibly alleviates the bitter cala- 
mity he has lived to experience.

but there is sometimes an aſſectation in his style 
and manner which savours too much of vanity.

titled the devout christian, and the christian Sacri- 


fice. In his LETTERS on christianity, Dr. Ap-

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curate acquaintance with the history and anti- 
quities of this country. Mr. Astle is a native of 
Staffordshire. From his youth he discovered a 
taste for literature, and was originally destined 
to the study of the law. In the year 1761, he 
was elected a fellow of the society of antiqua- 
ries, and two' years afterward obtained the pa- 
tronage of Mr. Grenville, then first lord of the 
treasury and chancellor of the exchequer, who 
employed him"as well in his public as private 
affairs, and joined him in a commission with the 
Jate Sir Joseph Ayloffe, Bart. and Dr. Ducarel, 
for superintending the regulation of the public 
records at Westminster. In the year 1765, Mr. 
Astle married the only daughter and heir of the 
Reverend Mr. Morant, author of the history of 
Essex; and was in this year appointed to the of- 
fice of receiver- general of the sixpence in the 
pound on the civil list. In 1766, he was*admit- 
ted a fellow of the royal societv, and was con- 
sulted by the committee of the house of peers, 
concerning the prir:ting of the ancient records of 
parliament. To the superintendence of this 
work he introduced his father-in-law, and on the 
death of Mr. Morant in 1770, was appointed by 
the house of peers to carry on the work, a ser- 
vice in which he was employed till its comple- 
tion, five years afterward. Mr. Astle was then 
appointed his 1 5 chief clerk in the record- 
office, 
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office, in the tower of London, a place vacated 
by the death of Henry Rooke, Esq. and on the 
death of the Right Hon. Sir Joha Shelly, Bart. in 
1783, he obtained the office of keeper of the re- 
cords in his room. Mr. Astle has been several 
times on the continent in literary pursuits. His 
manuscript library, is said to be better than that 
of any private gentleman in England; and its li- 
beral utility to men of science, their acknow- 
ledgements abundantly testify.

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Beside these, Mr. Astle is euppoted: to have 
written several small tracts. He has also contri- 


buted several very ingenious dissertations to the 


archeologia of the society of antiquaries, and to 
their book of prints, since the period of those 
above enumerated. 

To the will of king Henry, is prefixed a pre- 
face, wherein the character of that sovereign is 
delineated with ability and precision, and seve- 
ral curious circumstances relative to his reign re- 
corded. The chief importance of the learned 
and useful volume on the origin and progress of 
writing, has a reference to the diplomatic science, 
a subject which has been too little attended to 
in this country. It is by this science that we are 
enabled to judge of the age and authenticity of 
charters, records, and ancient historieal monu- 
ments: it calls our attention to the archives of a 
nation; and these include the writings or deeds 
which illustrate the power of sovereigns, the 
conventions of states, the general privileges of a 
nation, the exclusive rights of nobility and incor- 
porated bodies, the authority and prerogatives of 
national assemblies, genealogies, atcheivements 
and alliances.

"the best which could be found. His judgement, 
precision, and minuteness are all to be highly 
commended ; there is even a considerable spirit of 
philosophy in his work; and in so far he ad- 
vances himself beyond the character of a mere 
antiquary. He admits not indiscriminately what 
he found in ancient volumes; and while he 
weighs his facts with curiosity and hesitation; he 
employs them with skill to establish his prin- 
ciples. 

He displays not, however, any splendour or 
brightness of genius. He is simple and judicious, 
but not original, He avails himself of the la- 
bours of others with an assiduity that could not 
be wearied; and his collection of facts, being 
numerous as well as exact, exhibits instructive 
openings into the important topics which he 
treats. is work is chiefly for consultation, and 
serves to encourage rather than to supercede the 
inquiries of those who have a relish for the di- 
plomatic science, and the study of antiquity. 
We prize his labour more than his invention; 
andare more forcibly struck with his patience than 
his ingenuity. In his language he is clear; and 
it is difficult to misunderstand the sentiments he 
conveys: but he has no where the expression 
of a master. The dryness of his manner suffers 
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and he advances through his performance with- 


out rising into any strain of auimation, and wich- 
out any approach toward elegance.

The construction and analysis of geometrical 
propositions, determining the positions assumed 
by homogeneal bodies, which float freely and at 
rest on a fluid surface; also determining the sta- 
bility of ships and other floating bodies, (philos.

The analysis of a course 
of LECTURES is no less a master- piece in its kind 
than the preceding ; and for the paper in the 

H 3 Philoso- 
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philosophical transactions of 1796, the royal society 
presented Mr. Atwood with their medal. Ihe 
curiosa felicitas of expression, which in every sen- 
tence of explanation, as well as in every mathe- 
matical operation and conclusion, so singularly 
adorns the pages of Mr. Atwood, renders the 


study of his propositions particularly grateful to 


the abstruse enquirer; and cannot but make 
him frequently regret, that those celebrated sup- 
ports of mathematical science, the Simpsons, 
Emersons, (we cannot altogether say the Mac- 
laurins) of our country, have not been more so— 
licitous to cheer and lighten the labours of their 
followers, by a more patient attention to those 
secondary and artificial excellencies of their sub- 
jects, to be obtained only by frequent and lei- 
surely reconsideration, elegance of operation and 
perspicuity of arrangement. 4 
The public was flattered many years ago, 
with the hope of receiving from Mr. Atwood a 
complete system of the four branches of natural 
philosophy. Proposals were actually printed, and 
subscriptions taken in for that purpose. But 
whether the patronage, necessary for a work of 
such expence, was not sufficiently ample, or 
whether the author was discouraged by the la- 
bour and magnitude of so extensive a perfor- 


mance, we are unable to determine—his i intention 


has certainly been laid aside.

BADINI, FRANCIS, CHARLES. 


A native of Alba, the capital of the lower 
Montserrat, in the dominions of the king of Sar- 
dinia. He is descended from a very respectable 
family; his father being prafectus urbis, or chief 
magistrate of the place at the time of his birth; 


and his mother, a daughter of the famous Count 
de Gregory de Marcorengo, who possessed for 
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some time, the favour of Charles Emanuel, and 


died s:;perintendant-general of the finances at 


Turin Seignior Badini was born to a very hand- 
some fortune; but he contrived to dissipate it, 
and at last reduced himself to great distress. At 
a very carly period of his life, he wrote a most 
scandalous poem of an atheistical tendency, which 
gave so much offence to the king of Sardinia, as 
well as to all of his own relatihns and friends, 
that he was obliged to abandon his native place. 
He sought upon this occasion, a retreat in Paris, 
where he resided for some time with the cele- 
brated M. d'Alembert, and published several 
light pieces in French and Latin. That gentle- 
man recommended him to the king of Prussia, 
as poet of his majesty's Italian theatre at Berlin; 
but Badini preferring England, repaired hither, 
and has gained a moderate livelihood by writing 
operas for the king's theatre in the Haymar- 
ket. His productions of this description are nu- 


merous ; and some of them have been performed 


both in England and in his native country with 
applause. Some years ago, when he was re- 
duced to great extremities, and confined in the 
king's-bench prison, having wearied all his friends 
with applications for temporary aid, he was 
driven to the curious expedient of trying what 
he could procure from them for Badini dead, when 
Badini alive could not extort another sixpence ; 
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and he actually raised by subscription a sum for, 
the expence of his burial, sufficient to obtain his 
enlargement from prison. 

In the year 1782, Seignior Badia received. a 
very liberal offer from his sovereign, to return to 
Sardinia ; which he dechned. About that time 
he was the editor of the newspaper chiled the 
morning post, an ofnhce which he did not long 
maintain.

his testimonies were examined, pondere non numero, 
they were far from being so satisfactory as might 
have been wished. His tracts on this subject 
were republished in the volume of MISCELLA- 
NIES, which contains some of his papers in the 
Philosophical transactions, and other miscellaneous 
essays, written or compiled. Mr. Barrington 
has also been an occasional contributor to the 
European magaxine; particularly of a paper in 
1786, in defence of Mr. Bruce with regard to 
his travels. As an antiquary, his publications 
are by no means distinguished for their profun- 
dity ; and he has been branded, particularly as a 
contributor to the philosophical transactions and 
the archeologia, for the very trifling character of 
his discussions. 
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BARRY, JAMES, ESQ. R. A. 


Professor of painting to the royal academy, 
and an artist no less celebrated for his profession- 
al talents, than as a critic, and connoisseur in 
painting. He is a native of Cork, was intro- 
duced to the notice of the world under the aus- 
pices of Mr. Burke, and has enjoyed an educa- 
tion of considerable length in France and Italy. 
He is one of those characters who prefer indepen- 
dence with bread and water, to the most splendid 
appointment associated with a controul of the 
will of its possessor; and with these sentiments 
has so effectually circymscribed his wants, that 
few men living can support themselves upon $0 
little. A professed republican in principle, he 
seems to feel no concern to disguise his senti- 
ments, and is said, even in his public lectures, on 
a royal foundation, to discant frequently with ad- 
miration on the encouragement afforded the fine 
arts under a republican, compared with a monar- 
chical government. This license has frequently 
alarmed his brethren of the royal academy: nor 
does he stop here, but scrutinizes and often se- 
verely censures their conduct in the affairs of the 
institution. Mr. Barry has published,

The first of these pieces was intended prin— 
cipally as a reply to Abbe Winkelmann, who 
had followed Abbé du Bos and president Mon- 
tesqueiu, in assigning limits to the genius of the 
English, and in pretending to point out a certain 
appropriate character of heaviness and want of 
fancy, deduced from physical causes: it is a 
system of clear and manly argument, which ably 
confutes such ignorant and impertinent obser- 
vations of foreigners, with respect to some es- 
sential parts of our national character. The se— 
cond publication, contains the history of six large 
pictures, painted by Mr. Barry for the society of 
arts, and is a kind of sequel to the first. That 
society made a proposal in 1772, to ten distin- 
guished artists, for decorating their great room 
with a series of historical or allegorical paintings, 
and the proposal not having been acceded to by 
them, Mr. Barry, (about three years afterward),

engaged to paint the whole himself ; and was in 
some degree reimbursed for his time and trouble, 
by the emoluments attending the exhibition of 
his work. Ihe LETTER had for its object to 
publish a few personal explanations, to advertise 
engravings of the above-mentioned pictures, and 
to throw together some admirable thoughts on 
that branch of public instruction, which regards 
the influence of religion and of the arts, on hu- 
man culture and national glory. Beside these 


pieces, Mr. Barry has published, a letter to the 


dillettanti society, printed in the supplement to 
the new edition of Pilkington's dictionary of 
painters (1798), chiefly on the subject of empiri- 
cCism in picture- cleaning; and giving an account 
of an excellent practice, relative to the preserva- 
tion of pictures, which he found in use at Rome. 
In Mr. Barry's productions, as well of the pen- 

cil as of the pen, there are generally to be found 
certain excentricities, both in sentiment and ex- 
pression; but he has long been known to the 
public, not only as a practical painter of the first 
merit, distinguished by the classical taste and an- 
tique purity of his designs, bujso as a literary 
theorist, important ſor his profound knowledge 
of art, and respectable for the lofty moral spirit 
which he has ever laboured to inculcate as the 


severe duty of artists, and the highest embel- 
lishment of their productions.

Honorary member of the board of agriculture, 
member of the society of London for the encou- 
ragement of arts, manufactures and commerce, 
and of the royal highland society of Scotland; and 
lately of his majesty's corps of royal engineers. 

This gentleman was born in the year 1742, 
at Dysart, in the county of Fife, where his fa- 
ther inherited a small estate, entitling him to a 
freehold qualification in the county, and was 
particularly patronised by the family of St. Clair. 
In 1756, the subject of the present article enter- 
ed as an ensign in the royal regiment which ge- 
neral St. Clair at that time commanded, and was 
transferred in the autumn of the same year, with 
the additional companies, to the second batta- 
lion of the third regiment of foot, then raising in 
Staffordshire. In 1757, he went with this regi- 
ment to the coast of France, and in the year fol- 
lowing, was made a lieutenant in the sixty-first 
regiment, in which he served at the attack on 
Martinico, and at the taking of Guadaloupe.

The 
first hint of the charming and far-famed 
MINSTREL was derived from Dr. Percy's essay 
on the English minstrels, prefixed to the first 
volume of his reliques of ancient English poetry; 
and it is not in his stanza only, that the author is 


the follower of Spenser. The ingenti perculsus 


amore, so well understood and felt by queen 
Elizabeth's poct, but which even Pope never 
knew, in this instance eminently distinguish Dr. 
Beattie, and it is to be for ever regretted, that so 
exquisite a production was never finished. 

The approbation of the great characters, 
whose names we have already enumerated, is a 
sufficient testimony in fayour of Dr. Beatie's Es- 
sax on truth. His manner of treating the scep- 
tics of the day, especially Mr. Hume, gave great 
offence to many readers, and his mark was an- 
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swered by Dr. Priestly : but from the clergy in 
general, it received the most decisive approba- 
tion; and they justly estimated the merit of a 
writer, who, upon this occasion, appeared an 
anxious promoter of the best interests of mankind, 
a judicious philosopher, and a pertinent and cap- 
tivating reasoner. The quarto volume of xssAavs 
was published in that form, at the desire of many 
of Dr. Beattie's friends, and contains a republi- 
cation of the essay on truth, with the addition of 
the other ingenious essays enumerated in the 
title, which were not originally designed for the 
press, but which some of those friends had seen 
and desired to possess: and the suffrage of 


the world at large has borne testimony to their 


taste. 

The Drs$SERTATIONS were part of a course 
of prelections, read to a young gentleman, whom 
it was the author's business to initiate in moral 
Science. The subjects of them are, memory and 
imagination, dreaming, the theory of language, 
fable and romance, the attachments of kindred, 
and illustrations on sublimity. They abound in 
criticisms, both on books and men, are enliven- 
ed by many pleasing images and scenes, as well 
as anecdotes, and are written in a stile, unaffec- 


ted, simple and perspicuous. Virtue is recom- 


mended, not m the dry and uninteresting man- 


ner of didactic system, but as she appears in hu- 
man 
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man form, in all the glowing colours of every 
amiable and heroic affection and passion. Such 
views of nature are exhibited as amuse and ele- 
vate the fancy, and such plain and practical truths 


as serve to direct the conduct of life. Impartial 


criticism, however, obliges us with reluctance to 
confess, that in these dissertations there occurs 
little that is original or new: their chief merit 
consists in compilation or selection, and in the 
exercise of taste. Those on imagination and $ubli- 
miſy, appear to us the most distinguished for 
delicate criticism. But in general, they seldom 
strike into new paths, and where they do, they 
too frequently betray inconsistency of theory, 
prejudice both of sentiments and persons, many 
of the whims of a valetudinary poet, and not a 
tew instances of that unphilosophical credulity 
which religious zeal opposes to the inquiries of 
curiosity and reason. 

The EviDENCES OF THE CHRISTIAN RE- 
LIGION, were drawn up at the particular request 
of the present bishop of London. Excellent as 
the intention of the publication was, and respect- 
able as its execution -must upon the whole be 
allowed to be, we cannot help thinking that it 1s 
without that strength, energy and luminous con- 
viction which might have been expected in such 


a work from such a writer. The last of the works 


above enumerated, consists of the essence or sub- 
Stance 
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stance of a series of lectures, delivered by the 
author in the duty of his professorship. It com- 
prises among its subjects, metaphysics, rhetoric, 
politics, and natural religion, as well as moral 
philosophy, strictly so called; and, like his for- 
mer productions, displays good sense, extensive 
knowledge, and able reasoning. 

As the coldness of scepticism is equally op- 
posite to the fire of poetical fancy, and the en- 
thusiasm of religion, the philosophy of Dr. Reid 
met with the approbation and countenance of 
many pious and poetical persons, and Dr. Beat- 
tie appeared as a coadjutor to his countryman in 
the support of religion, virtue, and truth: objects 
which he conceived to be materially injured by 
a philosophy, that professed a total ignorance 
and uncertainty with regard to every species of 
truth. It is in the spirit of his earlier publica- 
tions to withdraw the mind from the abstrac- 
tions, of metaphysics, and to inspire a reverence 

for the authority of sense; to wean the understand- 
ing from the habits of reasoning, and to amuse 
the imagination, and interest the heart, by hold- 
ing up to view the most affecting pictures of na- 
ture, and all that is fitted to work upon the ap- 
prehensions of religion, and the sensibility of 
taste. Peculiarities of every kind increase with 
years; and as years advanced, he grew still more 
inimical to abstracted reasoning, still more de- 
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voted to sentiment and feeling ; has emploved 
himself more in practical reflections, and been 
more than ever studious to defend the doctrines, 


and entorce the precepts of religion.

BECKFORD, WILLIAM, ESQ. F.A.S. 


Of the magnificent seat at Fonthill, in Wilt- 
Shire. This gentleman is the sole issue in mar- 
riage, of the late Alderman Beckford, so distin- 
guisbed for his ability, spirit, and magnificence in 
the office of first magistrate of the city of Lon- 
don, and so highly revered as one of its most pa- 
triotic representatives. He traces back his fa- 
ther's family to a remote ancestry in the county 
of Gloucester. His great grandfather, Peter 
Beckford, was lieutenant governor of Jamaica in 
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the reign of King William: he fortified Port. 
Royal, an assisted in fitting out an armament 
against he French and Spaniards, which suc— 
cecded in driving the enemies of his country from 
the Spanish main. And it is hardly necessary to 
add, that his paternal ancestors have been in pos- 
session of a princely property in Jamaica, ever 
Since that island belonged to ihe crown of Great. 
Britain. By his mother, who was daughter and. 
co-heiress of the Honourable George Hamilton, 
son of James, the seventh Earl of Abercorn, 
Mr. Beckford is descended through a long line 
of noble and royal progenitors. He married Lady 
Margaret Gordon, only daughter of the late Earl 
of Aboyne, by Lady Margaret Stewart, daughter 
of the Earl of Galloway; and by this lady has 
issue two daughters. 

At the time of his father's death, in the year 
1770, Mr. Beckford wes very young. He has 
however received and largely profitted from a 
very liberal education, on the plan of which, the 
late Earls of Chatham and Camden, and. the 
learned Lord Lyttleton, the intimate friends of 
his father, contributed their advice : and it is said 
that the two former noblemen in particular, en- 
tertained very high ideas of his natural capacity. 
He has visited many foreign countries; and is 
said to have written largely on the subject of his 


travels, and on the actual state and leading cha- 


racters 
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racters of several of the courts of Europe, parti— 
cplariy that of France, from the beginning of 
the revolution to the death of the king, as well 
as on many other misceilancous topics. With 
these speculations, it is to be hoped the world 
will some day or other be favoured. Hitherto 
Mr. Beckford has come before the public as an 
anonymous author only ; and this in two in- 
stances which are as follows,

A cousin of the subject of the preceding ar- 
ticle.

culiar importance. His share of the HIS TOR 
or FRANCE comes down to the end of the reign 
of Charles VI. and fills the two first and part of 
the third volumes. It is written with considera- 
ble energy of thought, and some attention to the 
graces of composition ; attractions which the 


subsequent part of this history can by no means 
boast. 


BECKFORD, PETER, ESQ. 


Of Steepleton, near Blandford, in the county 
of Dorset. This gentleman has published,

inight suggest a method of diminishing the havoc 
occasioned by this distemper. The subsequent 
LETTER to Dr. Darwin respetts the practice, 
founded on this theory, The pamphlet on PE-

At the character of Dr. Beddoes' political 
pamphlets we have already hinted. He is ex- 
tremely hostile to the present ministry. And to 

the 
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the indulgence of a licence, which is denominated 
Freedom of Sentiment by that party, which he abets, 
he frequent sacrifices that decent respect, to the 
propricty of which party zcal can alone make him 
blind. Having consented to annex a course of in- 
struction, concerning the constitution of the hu- 
man body and its management, to an institution at 
Bristol for giving popular lectures on anatomy and 
physiology, he published the introductory LEe— 
TURE which we have mentioned above, to prepare 
the way tor it, by enforcing just ideas of the impor- 
tance and feasibility of the attempt. Dr. Bed- 
does has also written, beside the pieces already 
enumerated, an ingenious biographical preface, 
prefixed to the corrected edition of Dr. John 
Brown's elements of medicine, whicli he edited in 
1795; and is an occasional contributor to the 
monthly magazine. As a thinker he is bold and 
original; his knowledge is various, and his ac- 
quaintance with books as well as with men, ex- 
tensive. Lis writings are distinguishable for a 
remarkable vigour, and abound in curious obser- 
vations. 


BEEKE, REV. HENRY.

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As a poet, Mr. Beloe discovers taste rathex 
than extraordinary genius; and his pieces of this 
description have not produced their author anv 
very distinguished credit. Of the volume ot 
poems, in which the translation from Coluthus 
was reprinted, only a few copies were sold. As 
a translator he has been much more successful; 
and, though even in this walk he seldom disco- 
vers the hand of a master, he has the merit of 
adhering to the general sense and spirit of his 
original, amid all the latitude in interpretation in 
which he indulges. His notes we think pecu- 
liarly ingenious; they abound in information, 
and discover extensive reading. Soon after the

Mr. Beloe, in association with Messrs. Nares,

teen oftavo volumes; a work which, from its in- 
feriority of execution, we are sorry to say, brings 
no credit whatever to any of these names. He 
is also, in association with Mr. Nares, a princi- 
pal conductor of the British critic, a review, whose

mendable ; and whose literary criticisms, though 
in general inferior to those of the monthly review, 
are very respectable. We object, however, in 
this publication, to an undistinguishing severity 
frequently apparent in it, toward writers of a dif- 
ferent persuasion in the points above alluded to;

BERTIE, WILLOUGHBY, EARL OF 
ABINGDON. 


Baron Norreys of Rycote. This nobleman 
was born in the year 1740. When twenty years 
of age, he succeeded his father to his title, and, 
in 1768, married Charlotte, daughter of the late 
admiral Sir Peter Warren, K. B. by whom he has 
had several children. His lordship was educated 
in the city of Geneva, and imbibed all the de- 
mocratical principles of the unsuccessful party in 
that republic. When it was oppressed by the 
King of France he exerted himself, without ef- 
fect, to induce the ministry of this country to 
undertake its cause : and as a farther demonstra- 
tion of his principles, bestowed his estate in Ame- 
rica, as a voluntary gift, upon the congress of 
the thirteen provinces. 

Lord Abingdon has been a 8 and an 


cuſtomary 


eccentric speaker in the house of peers. It was 
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customary with him to send copies of his speeches 
to the different newspapers, a practice which 
brought him some time ago into a very disagree- 
able situation: for having in one of them made 
a violent attack on the character of Mr. Sermon, 
an attorney-at-law, the court of King's-bench 
zentenced his lordship to a few months imprison- 
ment, as the publisher of a libel. The three 
following pamphlets arc the productions of Lord 
Abingdon, viz. :

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jections or arguments in opposition to it, his lord- 
ship acquired confidence to dedicate it to the 
collective body of the people of England, by the 
mean of his second pamphlet. The PpHILOso— 
PHICAL LETTER regales his Lordship's illus— 
trious correspondent, not only with his own 
English and that of the orator of the university 
of Oxtord,* but with Greek, Latin, Italian, and 
French, in the original languages, from Aris- 
totle to Citizen Gourvilic. 


BEST, REV. HENRY, M.A.

One of the professors of chemistry in the uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, and a gentleman whose 
discoveries have materially contributed to the ad- 
vancement of his prefessorial branch of natural 
Science. Dr. Black is the son of an Irish gen- 
tleman, by a French lady. He was born about 
the year 1727, was formerly professor of chemis- 
iry at Glasgow, and, on Dr. Cullen's appoint- 
ment to the professorship of medicine, succeeded 
him, more than thirty years ago, in his present 
professorship, Dr. Black took the degree of 
M. D. in the universiry of Edinburgh, and his 


thesis, on the subject of digestion, may be consi- 


dered as the germ'of his subsequent important 


discoveries relative to magnesia and other alkaline . 


bodies. In June, 17 55, his first paper on the sub- 


ject of these bodies, was read before the literary 


society in Edinburgh. This memoir has immor- 


talized his name. The discoverics it contains 


have given birth to many beautiful facts in the 
new system of chemistry. The experiments 
which it gives, are simple, but ingeniously de- 
vised ; it is concise, yet perspicuously written; 


and 
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and the deductions are so just, that it is consi- 


dered a most excellent model of composition, 
reasoning and arrangement. Many other very 
important discoveries have been communicated 
by this celebrated proſessor in his lectures only; 
which, if he had committed them to the press, 
would more materially have promoted the cause 
and extension of science.

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BLAIR, HUGH, D.D. F.R.S.E. 


One of the professors of rhetoric and the 
belles lettres, in the university of Edinburgh. 
This celebrated writer is the son of a respectable 
clergyman of the church of Scotland. Having 
himself made choice of the same profession, he 
was ordained to the parish of Collesie, in Fife- 
Shire, in the year 1743. The fame of his preach- 
ing, which even at that early period made him 
conspicuous, did not allow him to continue here 
long; and in a few months after his ordination, 
he was translated to the canongate church at 
Edinburgh. There he remained till 1752, when 
he was chosen one of the ministers of the city, 
and was preferred in 1758, to the metropolitan, 
or high church. His early introduction into Edin- 
burgh, the seat of an umversity, and the resort 
of many Jearned men, afforded him an excellent 
opportunity of pursuing those literary objects, 
which almost from his carliest youth, he appear- 
ed to have in-view. Accordingly, about the 
time of his promotion to the high church, he 
opened a class for rhctoric and belles lettres, and 
read there the first sxeteli of those lectures which 
have since been presented to the public. They 
were so well received, that in 1759, Dr. Blair 

Was 
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was created the first regius professor of rhetoric 
and belles lettres in the university of Edin- 
burgh. 

At an early period of Dr. Blair's life, while 
he and his cousin, Mr. George Bannatine, were 
Students in divinity, they wrote a poem, en- 
titled, THE RESURRECTION ; copies of which 
were handed about in M.S. No one appearing 
to claim the performance, some person, more de- 
sirous of fame than delicate in the means of ob- 
taining it, published in 1747, an edition of it in 
folio, to which the name, William Douglas, 
M. D. was appended as the author. 

When, after being long admired as a prea- 
cher at Edinburgh, Dr. Blair determined to pub— 
lis a volume of his sermons, he transmitted his 
M. S. to Mr. Strahan the printer. After keeping 
it for some time by him, that excellent judge, in the 
plenitude of his booby consequence, wrote a let- 
ter to the doctor, discouraging the publication. 
Having, however, sent one of the sermons to 
Dr. Johnson for the sake of his opinion, he re- 
caived from him, after the unfavourable letter to 
Dr. Blair was dispatched, the following note ; 
JI have read over Dr. Blair's first Sermon with more 
than approbation; to say it is good, is to ay tao 
little. Soon after this, Mr. Strahan had a con- 
versation with Dr. Johnson on the subject of 
these Sermons, in consequence of which he wrote 
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again to Dr. Blair, inclosing Johnson's note and 
agreeing, in association with Mr. Cadell, to pur- 
chase the volume for one hundred pounds. Upon 
its very favourable reception, these proprictors 
presented the author with another 1ool. and paid 
him Zool. for his second volume, and double that 


sum for the third.

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late Mr. Robert Walker, one of the ministers of 
the high church of Edinburgh; and a character 
of that author, prefixed to the fourth volume of 
the same collection of sermons. 

In the controversy respetting Ossian's poems, 
Dr. Blair early engaged himself; and he became 
the avowed champion of Mr. Macpherson. The 
Substance of his ingenious DISSERTATION ON 
that subject, was originally delivered in his course 
of rhetorical lectures at Edinburgh. He applied 
the rules of criticism with greet justness to the 
poem, and pointed out those beauties, which are 
so strongly marked with the characters of an- 
tiquity. 

With the merit of Dr. Blair's collection of 
SERMONS, the principal source of his reputation, 
all our readers are acquainted. It has expe- 
rienced a success, unparallelled in the annals of 
pulpit eloquence; and the two first volumes 
procured the author a pension from her Ma- 
jesty. The prominent feature of these dis- 
courses, is their happy talent of convincing the 
judgment, and at the same time affecting the 
heart. Subjects of the highest importance are 
discussed in them, neither with the frigidity of 
abstract speculation, nor with the false glare of 
puerile oratory: but they are treated with that 
manly and impressive eloquence, which can only 
be the result of the most happy union of good 
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258 LIVING 
sense, correct taste, a lively imagination, and a 
heart deeply tinctured with religious sentiments. 
In the enjoyment of lettered fame, there are 
other men who participate with Dr. Blair : but 
m the application of talents and of learning, to 
render mankind wiser or better, there are few 
hterary characters who can claim an equal share ; 
and however we may be disposed to consider 
his sermons as the productions of genius and of 
taste, when we regard them in this more 1mpor- 
tant light, we feel them entitled to that still 
more honourable fame, which is the portion of 
the wise and good alone, and before which, all 
literary splendour disappears. 

The LECTURES of Dr. Blair have also found 
many readers and admirers. He has collected a 
great mass of excellent materials in these dis- 
courses; and in a general view appears to great 
advantage in this instance also as an author. 
Upon a critical discrimination, however, his credit 
will be found to suffer some diminution. He 
arrogates to himself too much the honour of ori- 
ginality, when he ought to have contented him- 
self with the praise of labour. His work is a 
valuable tissue: but neither the cloth, nor the 
gold, nor the silver, are his own. He is a pio- 
neer, not an inventor, à servant, not a master; 
and in the character that belongs to him, and 
with the qualifications which he possesses, he 


has 
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has done much, and is worthy of applause. His 
industry is very distinguished, and from rhetoric 
and the belles lettres, he removes much rubbish 
and many obstructions. Had he been less ambiz 
tious in his plan, and brought his matter into a 
narrower compass, we must acknowledge, that 
in our opinion, he would have done a more con- 
siderable service to his country. His aversion 
from refinement and scepticism, his good inten- 
tions, his respect for received opinions, his in- 
dustry, and his experience in the art of teaching, 
would have enabled him to have presented to 
young men an introduCtory treatise on the studies 
of composition and eloquence, which might long 
have occupied a place in our schools and univer- 


Sities, and have spread his reputation in the line 


that is most suited to him. 

The clergy of Scotland have long been divi- 
ded into two parties: the one has sought for po- 
pular favour, by cherishing those sentiments of 
bigotry and fanaticism, to which the people there 
are so unhappily disposed: the other has uni- 


formly endeavoured to check or to eradicate those 


sentiments, and to establish the principles of ra- 
tional and moderate religion in their place. In 
this party, Dr. Robertson for many years took the 
| lead, and, by his abilities and eloquence, con- 


tributed more than any one to the effecting of 


their great object. Although Dr. Blair was never 
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a Speaker in the national assemblies of the chureh; 
he always acted in conjunction with his learned 
and respectable friend: and has maintained a 
character so truly moderate, that, though pos- 
sessing the full confidence of his friends, he has 
been very little obnoxious to his opponents. He 
can moreover boast a success, proportioned to 
the ability and diligence which he has exerted, 
in diffusing taste and the love of elegant litera- 
ture through his country, in maintaining the peace 
and justice of her ecclesiastical establishment, 
and in enforcing the precepts of christianity, as 


well by the powers of his eloquence as by the 
purity of his manners. 


BLAIR, WILLIAM, ESQ. M. A. 


Surgeon to the Lock-hospital and the old 
Finsbury-dispensary ; and lately surgeon to the 
Asylum also. A gentleman of eminent skill in 
his professien.

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The former of these is a very useful publica- 

tion in its present state; but would have been 
more so, had it been written in language better 
suited to the capacities and information of soldiers 
in general. The latter is on the antivenereal 
effects of nitrous acid, oxygenated muriate of 
potash, and several analogous remedies, which 
have been lately proposed as substitutes for mer- 
cury. A great variety of cases are given, which 
the author's situation, as surgeon to the Lock- 
hospital, enabled him to collect, and which tend 
strongly to combat the opinions of Dr. Beddoes, 
and to recognise the supreme efficacy of the old 
mineral in the venereal disease. 


BLAKE, SIR FRANCIS, BART.

BLANE. GILBERT, M. D. F. R. S. L. E. * 


One of the physicians extraordinary to the 


Prince of Wales, physician to his royal highness 
R 4 house- 
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household, and one of the cammissioners of the 
sick and wounded office. This distinguished 
professional character, was appointed physician 
to the fleet under the command of Lord Rodney, 
in the year 1780; and, as his first publication 
sufficiently proves, he availed himself greatly of 
the advantages which that field of observation 
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alforded him. He was also for some time physi- 


cian to St. Thomas“ hospital. Dr. Blane has 


written, 


Observations on the diseases incident to sea- 
men; one volume, octavo, 1785. 

A lecture on muscular motion, read at the 
royal society, November 13 and 20, 1788; a 
pamphlet, quarto. 

A fleet, sometimes exceeding forty ships of 
the line, which Dr. Blane attended in different 
scenes of active service for more than three years, 
afforded him opportunities of making observa- 


tions on a large and extended scale. To facili- 


tate his observations, the commander in chief 
gave an order, that every surgeon in the fleet 
should send him a monthly return, stating the 
prevalence of disease, the mortality, and what- 
ever related to the health of the respective ships. 
While the fleet was in port, he daily superintend- 
ed and visited the hospitals, kept an account of 
the various disorders which prevailed, and endea- 


voured to ascertain the causes, as well as to mark 


the 
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the course of disease. By these means he collec- 
ted a number of well- established facts, to serve as 
a ground-work for investigation; and by the result 
of his researches, has, in the former of his pub- 
lications, not only thrown additional light on the 
history of human maladies, but also contributed 
to better the condition of a class of men, who 
are the bulwarks of our state, but whose lot pe- 
culiarly exposes them to hardship and disease. 
He shews in this performance an acquaintance 
with ancient as well as modern science, but is 
never misled by hypothesis or theory; neither 
docs he wander into the paths of speculation, 
from the sure road of induction from facts. A 
few rash or hazardous assertions, do not detract 
from the general merit of the work. The style 
is perspicuous and neat, and when the subject 
will admit, it is elegant. 

Of the lecture founded by Dr. Croone it has 
been observed, that it somewhat resembles the 
bow of Ulysses —it has afforded opportunities 
to several to try their strength, while the bow 
still remains unbent. The incidental remarks 
and reasonings of Dr. Blane on muscular motion 
are valuable and interesting, though the main 


question continues involved in its ancient ob- 
scurity. |

This gentleman has published, 
Essays on hunting; one volume, octavo, 1781.

BLICK, REV. FRANCIS, M. A. 


Vicar of Tamworth, in Warwickshire. This 
gentleman was educated at St. John's college, 
Oxford. He has been curate of Sutton- Cold- 
field, in the county of Warwick, and of Wisset, 


in the county of Suffolk. While he served the 


former of these curacies, he was accused by his 
rector, the Reverend John Riland, of preaching 
doctrines fundamentally erroneous, in a sermon on 
John vii. 17, which he delivered in his parish- 
church, on January 30, 1791. From this charge 
Mr. Blick appcaled to the public vy the publi- 
cation of his sermon, together with the letters 
which passed respedting it between him and 
Mr. Riland, The neighbourhood sufficiently 
marked their approbation of Mr. Blick's con- 
duct, by the long list of subscribers which ac- 
companied his pamphlet; and, the sermon con- 
taining the genuine sentiments of christianity, 
the public will no doubt acquit him of the charge 
brought against him, and look upon his accuser 
as having more zeal for orthodoxy, than know- 
ledge or candour. 


BLIGH, 
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BLIGH, WILLIAM, ESQ. 


A post-captain in his Majesty's navy, whose 
sufferings some years ago excited a considerable 
degree of public attention. At the latter end of 
the year 1787, when he was a heutenant, his 
Majesty's ship, Box Tx, sailed from England 
under his command, to convey young plants of 
the bread- fruit tree, from Otaheite to the West- 
Indies. The beginning of the voyage was pros- 
perous: the ship arrived at Otaheite, was laden 
with the plants, and was directing its course to- 
ward Tofoa, when a mutiny broke out, which. 
was hcaded by Mr. Fletcher Christian, the mas- 
ter's mate. Including every person on board, 
the ship carried forty-six men. Captain Bligh, 
together with such of the officers and seamen as 
would not join the conspirators, to the number 
of eighteen, was forced into an open boat, and, 
with a very scanty stock of provisions, and no 
fire-arras, they were consigned to the mercy of 
the ocean. After suffering hardships, which ex- 
ceeded all that human nature was thought capa- 
ble of sustaining, sixteen of them miraculous]y 
Survived their miseries, and at last arrived at 
Batavia. On his return to England, Captain

BOOTHBY, SIR BROOKE, BART.

Mr. Boscawen replied that his work went on slowly, for he treated 
it rather in the light of an occasional amusement than of a task: as

sumption in the pursuits of literature; and we are 
Sorry that he has betrayed a considerable degree 
of concern on the occasion.

Be- 
fore he left England, he presented the chancellor 
of the exchequer with a plan for the improve- 
ment of foreign commerce, and for the protec- 
tion of the fair trader: which, when he was 
abroad, was carried into a law, and the revenue 
was suddenly increased one million sterling above 
the average of the six years before the act took 
place.

Some time ago he 
was a lieutenant in the navy, and has been an 
inhabitant of the workhouse of St. Margaret and 
St. John, Westminster; where he gave sufficient 
indications of the peculiar derangement of his 
mind. At the time of commencing prophet, he 
lived at No. 57, Paddington- street.

The rational part of mankind, of 
course, laughed at these fanatical effusions; but, 
what is somewhat surprising, many people, and 
among them persons distinguished for their ta- 
lents, obeyed, with eagerness, the call of this 
pretended prophet, and openly asserted the di- 
vinity of his mission. Nathaniel Brassey Hal- 
hed, Esq. a gentleman eminent for his extensive 
attainments in classical, and particularly in Ori- 
ental literature, Mr. Sharp, an eminent engra- 
ver, and several other persons, distinguished 
themselves as his zealous disciples. Several pam-

Having ob- 
served the imperfection of the art of logie, com- 
paratively with other branches of knowledge, 
and that the treatises on this subject were usu- 
ally commentaries on the systems of ancient phi- 
losophers, or detached disquisitions into meta— 
physics and criticism, he was induced to find 
out a remedy to a defect, which appeared to him 
to be gross and illiberal. Accordingly, he con- 
sidered logie as the comprehensive science which 
explains the method of discovering and applying 
the laws of nature; and he aimed at an origin- 
ality of think ing which is a distinguished praise 


to any member of an university: for, in general, 


the learned fraternity of professors, as if intend- 
to embalm the follies of the age that prece- 
Var, I. Y „ed 
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ded them, are the last to adopt the rising im- 
provements of the times, or to deviate from the 
paths of consecrated error. 

Although the title of Mr. Bruce's sccond 
publication has a tendency to mislead, his per- 
formance contains much curious and useful in- 
formation. His idea is only, that moral philo- 
sophy should be cultivated like natural, and 
founded on the basis of observation and experi- 
ment. This idea was suggested by Mandeville, 
and followed by Hume in his treatise on morals. 
Mr. Hutcheson, Dr. Smith, and Dr. Ferguson 
have adopted the same plan; and though. they 
have observed the Synthetic method in the deve- 
lopement of their theories, they followed the 
analytic in the investigation. Although Mr. 
Bruce's system does not meet with our entire 
approbation, we must acknowledge the intelli- 
gence, inquisitiveness and industry of the author. 
Ile has the merit of thinking for himself, and 
discovers a wide extent of learning in the course 
of his work: but he has carried the analogy be- 
tween natural and moral philosophy perhaps too 
far, and the advantages resulting from the com- 
parison are not very visible. The moralist does 
not so much resemble the natural philosopher or 
chymist, as the critic ; who, while he appeals to 
the best models of composition in every age, 
contains in his own mind an original sense of ex- 
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eellence and beauty. The moral principle is 


not like the thermometer, which, while it marks 
und determines the state of the atmosphere, is 


governed by the laws of that element whose 
temperature it ascertains : but it resembles the 


magnet, which, while it points to the poles of 
the world, and explores the paihs of the occan, 


contains, within itself a principle of motion and 


a power of direction. 


From the tune of Lord Clive, whose enter- 
prising genius was fortunately exerted in esta- 


blishing and securing those territorial possessions 


which gave a new complection to the united 
compaay of East-India merchants, down to Mr. 
Hastings, whose superior talents were no less 
conspicuously engaged in completing and ex- 
tending the views of his predecessor, many have 
been the regulations framed, and the plans sug- 
gested, for rendering the company equal to the 
enlarged scale of its attentions, and to provide 
for the welfare of the remote countries and in- 
habitants added through its vigorous exertions to 
the British empire.

Mr. Bryant has a youthful fancy, and a play- 
ful wit; with the mind, and occasionally with 
the pen of a poet. His style is simple and easy, 
aiming only at perspicuity and attaining its ob- 
ject. His first publication was calculated to 
throw light on the history of the ancient king- 
dom of Egypt, as well as on the history of the 
Assyrians, Chaldeans, Babylonians, Edomites and 
other nations. It contains dissertations on the 
wind Euroclydon, and on the island Melite, to- 
gether with an account of Egypt in its most early 
State, and of the shepherd Kings; with state- 
ments of the time of their coming, the province 
which they particularly possessed, and to which 
the Israelites afterward succeeded. The design 
of the dissertation on the Euroclydon, (spoken 

Y 4 of 
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of in Acts, chap. 27), was, to vindicate the com- 
mon reading, in opposition to Bochart, Grotius 
and Bentley, who were offended at it ; and who, 
supported by the authority of the Alexandrine 
M.S. and of the Vulgate, thought epaxvauy. or 
Euroaquilo, more agrecable to the truth. 

The celebrated work on. ancient mythology, 
is a literary phenomenon which will probably re- 
main the admiration of scholars, as long as a cu- 
riosity after antiquity shall continue to be a pre- 
vailing passion among them. Paracelsus, the 
celebrated Quixote in chemistry, though he fail- 
ed in discovering the philosopher's stone, found 
what was of much greater consequence, in his 
excursions through nature; and opened a ſield 
of entertainment and information which amply 
recompensed his assiduity, however distant it 
might leave him from the original object of his 
pursuit. Nothing in the extensive range of Gre- 
cian and Roman literature, however recondite 
or wherever dispersed, has escaped its sagacious 
author in his diligent investigation. Departing 
with a boldness of genius trom his predecessors 
and their systems, he delights by his ingenuity 
while he astonishes by his courage; and though 
the exuberances of fancy and imagination are 
every where conspicuous, the plausibility of his 
hypothesis is like wise frequently apparent. 
Mr. Bryant has contended in various fields 

of 
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of .controversy with various success; but always 
with a zeal for truth and a soberness of enquiry. 
The leadipg object of his 0BS5ZRKVATIONS ON 
the poems of Rowley is, to prove that Chatter- 
ton could not have been their author, because, 
in a variety. of instances, he appeared not to un- 
derstand them. Specious, however, as this plea 
appearcd, it is certaln that the learned author 
failed egregiously in his proots ; and this publi- 
cation probably added a very slender share of 
credit to the reputation he had already acquired. 

The TREATISE on the authenticity of the 
sCriptures is an anonymous publication, and the 
whole of the profits arising from its ale, are to 
be given to the society for the propagation of 
the gospel. It contains a good general view of 
the leading arguments for divine reve:aticm, but 
has perhaps little upon the whole to entitle it to 
a pre-eminence over other works of a similar 
kind. Neither are the learned and claborate o3- 
SERVATIONS upon the plagues inflicted on the 
Egyptians, however good and commendable: the 
author's motives and kis attempt, perhaps calcu- 
lated on the whole to promote the cause of re- 
vealed religion in this unbelieving age. 

Fof the repose of Mr. Bryant's well-earned 
fame, it were probably better had his DIssER- 
TATION Concerning the war of Troy never been 
written. Surely even the high authority with 


which 
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which he is armed could not warrant him in con- 
troverting opinions so Jong maintained and es- 
tabliched among historians; and in disproving 
facts so well attested by the most extensive and 
most brilliant evidence. Great and natural was 
the surprise of the literary world on the appear- 
ance of this publication; and very few, if any, 
were the proselytes to the new doctrine which it 
inculcates. It was answered by Mr. Gilbert 
Wakefield, in a very indecent letter to Mr. Bry- 
ant; and, in a stile more worthy of the subject, 
by J. B. S. Morritt, Esq. of Rokeby-park, near 
Greta-bridge.

His style is na- 
tural and easy; his language free and flowing, 
though not always correct; and his manner cheer- 
ful and lively, yet properly varied to suit his se- 
veral subjects, whether gay or serious. The de- 
scription he has given us of his ascent to the 
summit of mount Etna, is exquisite indeed —we 
see every thing which he saw, we feel all that 


he felt, we share in his fatigues and we partake 


of his raptures. It is to be lamented, however, 
that by the mean of this justly celebrated publi- 
cation, Mr. Brydone should have brought before 
his readers the infidel objections of the canon Re- 
cupero to the Mosaic account of the creation;

Dr. Buchan's well-known work, entitled po- 
MESTIC MEDICINE, is constructed upon a plan 
similar to, but more extensive than that adopted 


by Dr. Tissot in his avis au peuple. Ihe first edi- 
, tion 
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tion of it, consisting of above five thousand co- 
pies, was sold in a corner of Britain before ano- 
ther could be gotten ready; and its subsequent 
republication and dispersion has been very ex- 
tensive, We have been told that he parted with 
the copy-right of this volume to the booksellers 
for seven hundred pounds; and that the sale of 
it produces them at least that sum annually. It 
has drawn upon him the persecution and dislike 
of the less liberal part of the Faculty; while it 
has made him the idol of nurses and housewives: 
and when it is considered that the intention of its 
publication was not to supercede the use of a phy- 
sician, but to supply his place in situations where 
medical assistance could not easily be obtained, 
and zo. render the medical art more extensively benefict= 
al to mankind, the jealousies and fears of the Faculty 
are surely unbecoming the professors of a liberal 
science. The learned Dr. Duplanil of Paris, phy- 
sician to the Count d'Artois, published some 
years ago an elegant translation of this work in 
five volumes octavo, with very ingenious and use- 
ful notes; which rendered the work so popular 
on the Continent, that it has been translated into 
all the languages of modern Europe. 

From the fashionable rage tor immersion into 
cold water, a stranger would be tempted to sup- 
pose that the people of England were converted 
to the Mohammedan or Gentoo religion. Dr. Bu- 

Vox. I. 2 chan, 
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chan, in his pamphlet on that subje&, pointed 
out a variety of cases in which the use of the 
cold-bath and of mineral waters is not only im- 
proper but dangerous.

A native of the Highland part of Menteith, 
in the shire of Perth, North Britain. He is a 
cadet of the ancient family of Leny, Lenoch, or 
Lane, in that district; which appears to be li- 
neally descended from the famous Caledonian 
hero, Galgacus.

The first, a very interesting work, was pre- 
pared for the public eye by Dr. William Thom- 
zon. Its contents were selected from a very large 
mass of materials relating chiefly to Jow lite, an- 
ecdotes of the Elders of Harris, Aulay Macauly, 
Tormad Maciver, &c. the whole of which would 
have swelled the volume to a considerable folio. 


It contains a relation of some distressful acts of 


petty savage tyranny, as well as some scandalous 
anecdotes, which only the remote security of the 
scenes of action, and the ignorance and defence— 
less poverty of the inhabitants, can render cre- 
dible. The author compares the circumstances 
of the poor forlorn Hebrideans with those of our 
plantation negroes, and the result, almost in 
every instance, 1s in favour of the latter. After 
the publication of this work, a quarrel broke out 
between Mr. Buchanan and his literary assistant ; 
the former charging the latter, among other 
things, with dark envy and malignity, for not 
giving the world a folio instead of an octavo. 
An appeal was made by both parties to the edi- 
tors of the European magazine ;* and the affray 


ended by a declaration from the assistant, that he

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considered Mr. B. below his notice ; as he had 
been degraded and deposed by the church of 
Scotland on account of immoralities, and adver- 
tised in a variety of newspapers, in England and 
Scotland, particularly in the suN and $8TAR, 
April and May, 1794.

In his DEFENCE of the Scots highlanders, 
Mr. Buchanan has undertaken the difficult task 
of refuting some novel positions of Mr. Pinker- 
ton, concerring the early history of his nation ;

The GENERAL VIEW 
of the fishery of Great Britain, appears at first

The RAMBLE is an agreeable and entertain- 
ing publication, which has experienced a favour- 
able reception. It was published at first in a 
very, incorrect manner, for which the best apo- 
logy the author could make, was that he wrote 
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it in a fortnight.* Of the verses on the siege 
of Gibraltar, the original copy was destroyed by 
the author, with many others, when half-pay 
Sounded its Knell to the ambitious. Twelve 
years after they were written, a brother officer 
lent him a copy of them which he had preserved. 
Captain Budworth was again besieged he re- 
yised, corrected and added —glowing all the 
while with generous sentiments of the distin- 
guished characters, now no more, who had been 
the soul of the defence, and the cause of the enc- 
my's failure. To these circumstances the pub- 
lic 1s indebted for the poem ; which, though it 
be not particularly distinguished as a correct li- 
terary composition, does the author credit for 
his power of description and for his benevolent 
spirit.

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BULLER, SIR FRANCIS, BART. 


One of the judges of Common-pleas. This 
distinguished character is a son of the late John 
Buller, Esq. of Morval, in the county of Corn- 
wall. Aſter an education at Winchester-school, 
he was called to the bar in the year 1763, and 
oon afterward obtained a scat in parliament. 
Hrs professional career was commenced as a spe— 
cial pleader; and he studied the practical part 
of this branch of legal science under Judge Ash- 
hurst, Like his precursor, he was always ranked 
among the most eminent in that particular line; 
a character which soon brought him into great 
repute as a common-law draughtsman. The bo- 
rough interest of his family, added to a matrimo- 
nial alliance with that of the late Earl Bathurst, 
at length procured him a silk gown, the place of 
a Welsh judge, and even elevated him to the 
coif while yet a very young man. He was ac- 
cCordingly called to the degree of serjeant-at-law, 
on being appointed one of the justices of the 
court of King's-bench. As soon as he assumed 
the ermine, he attracted the particular attention 
of Lord Mansfield, and, although he was the 
youngest judge that was ever promoted to the 


bench, his opinion had always more influence 
| with 
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with the chief justice than that of any of his col- 
leagues. As a counsel, his eloquence was nei— 
ther pleasing nor powerful ; but as a judge, few 
deliver themselves with greater propriety. 

Sir Francis Buller was created a baronet in 
the year 1789. He is the author of, 

An introduction to the law relative to trials 
at Nisi Prius; one volume, quarto, 1772, (the 
fifth and subsequent editions, in a royal octavo 
volume). . 


Several publications of distinguished merit 


have of late years appeared, which have more 
immediately for their object the general law of 
process, or the rules and manner of procecding 
which the courts have prescribed, in the conduct 
of the causes that come under their cognizance. 
Among the first of these may be ranked, the 
theory of evidence: which exhibits a very scienti- 
fic distribution and comprehensive system of that 


important branch of the practice of the law. 


This work, it is generally understood, was af- 
terward engrafted by the learned author into an- 
other, upon a collateral branch of the practice, 
entitled, an institute of the law of trials at Nis 
Prius; and this has been subsequently consider- 
ably extended and enlarged by the addition of 
numerous authorities on the same subject, in the 
learned judge's INTRODUCTION,

The eloquent and respectable preacher at the 
church of St. Paul, Covent-Garden. Ile has 
published two sermons delivered in that church;

after it had been destroyed by fire. Both of 
these discourses were admirably well adapted to 
their occasions.

He was educated at Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford and was for ſome time a 
fellow of that society. He was also, domestic 
chaplain to Biſhop Barrington while his lordſhip 
held the see of Salisbury, as well as a prebendary

Mr. Burgess endeavonred to shew, that the new 
sense in which the author of the evidence under- 
stood the relation of Josephus, is neither consist- 
ent with probability, the authority of scripture 
nor the usual acceptation of the words in which 
the account is delivered. But the first of his 
pamphlets on this subject was written with an ap- 
parent contempt of his antagonist, which the 
goodness of his intention by no means merited. 

Upon the whole, the publications of Mr. Burgess 
are less distinguished for brilliancy of parts than 
for erudition ; and it may be observed, that he 
generally satisfies his ul but seldom embcl- 
lishes it.

BURNET, JAMES, LORD MONBODDO. 

One of the lords of wile for the kingdom 
of Scotland. His lordship is the son of'a gentle- 
man of a small estate in the county of Kincar- 
dine; but who was descended, by the male line, 
from the ancient and honourable family of Sir 
Robert Burnet, of Leyes, bardnet';'and by the 
female, from the noble families of Marshall, Ar- 
buthnot, and Douglas. He was educated at the 
King's- college, Aberdeen, and at the university 


of Groningen, in Holland. Having studied the 


civil law,” ne came to the bar of the court of 
zesston, on his return to Scotland; and was no- 
ticed for his learning by several eminent judges 
particularly by Dubtan Forbes, the president of 
the court. Under him and some of his eminent 


associates, he "attained that knowledge of the 


Scotch law by which he afterward acquired sucht 
| distin- 
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distinguished celebrity ; Fay! ing been employed 
as counsel in some of the mos: remütkäble causes, 
particularly in that of Douglas. Upon being 
appointed one of the lords of session in Scotland, 
he assumed, according to the custom of his 
country, the title of Lord Monboddo, from tlie 
name of his family estate. | 

While the Douglas cause was pending, his 
Lordship had occasion to make three ; journies 
into France; and in that country he appears to 
have conceived his first designs of authorship, 
He had long been curious respecting the origin 
of the most wonderful art among men. Having 
heard of a book which gives an account of the 
language of the Hurons, in North America, one 
of the rudest languages upon earth, he made 
many fruitless attempts to obtain a copy of it; 
but at last discovered one in the French King's 
library. The courtesy of M. Caperonnier, the 
librarian, allowed him the privilege of carrying 
it home and keeping it for some weeks; and 
this book brought him so near to the origin of 
the art, that he thought himself capable of form- 


ing a system of the invention and progress of it. 


To this circumstance we are indebted for the 
first volume of his work on langyage. 

From the pursuit of this study his lordſhip was. 
afterward diverted by the writings of Mr. Harris, 
particularly by lis Heines. He zoon discovered 
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that we had made a miserable exchange of the 
philosophy of the ancients, for the French philo- 
sophy and that of Mr. Hume: he became an 
enthusiast in the cause, and was particularly 
Shocked with the abuse of metaphysics, the high- 
est branch of ancient philosophy, to the subver- 
sion of the principles of all religion, as well natu- 
ral as revealed, and indeed to that of all human 
knowledge. This led him to his singular work 
on metaphysics.

A character of considerable celebrity! in the li- 
terary, but of still greater in the musical world.

In this city he commenced his musical studies, 
under Mr. Baker, the organist of the cathedral 
and a scholar of Dr. ans: When he was 
eighteen years of age his friends were prevailed 
upon, at the persuasion of Dr. Arne, to send him 
to London; and for three years he enjoyed the 
instructions of that celebrated master. He was 
afterward, for nine years, organist at Lynn Regis; 
during which time he first conceived the idea 
of writing a general history of music, and began 
to read and collect materials with that view. 

In the year 1760, he returned to London g 
where, from the zeal of his friends and the asto-

The AaccounT of an infant musician was 
drawn up at the request of Sir John Pringle and 
Dr. William Hunter. It relates to the celebrated 
William Crotch, at present professor of music in 
the university of Oxford. 

The laudable zeal of those eminent admirers 
of art who were inspired with the gigantic idea 
of commemoration, as executed in honour of Han- 
del, were afterward led to perpetuate, if possible, 
by a respectable and faithful record, the accom- 
plishment of their purpose. Their choice of the 
pen of the musical historian was judicious and na- 
tural ; and his valuable volume was enriched by 
a very well-written SKETCH of the life of that 
great master, 

The materials for the MEMo1Rs of Metas- 
tasio were industriously collected at Vienna and 
in Italy ; and comprehend, beside the well-known 
blographies of Retzer and of Christini, many 
works of inferior note, as well as the, posthumous 
edition of the poet's letters. This work has hows 
ever been branded, as deficient in that arrange- 
ment and judicious selection which distinguish 
Dr. Burney's former works. 

Beside the publications already enumerated, 
we are told that Dr. Burney has written Ax Es- 
SAY TOWARD A HISTORY OF COMETS, (1769),

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which we do not recollect to have seen. He 
also drew up A PLAN OF A PUBLIC MUSIC 
SCHOOL, (not printed), which was adopted in 
1774 by the guardians and governors of the found- 
ling hospital, and ordered to be carried into exccu- 
tion by Dr. Burney and M. Giardini, with pro- 
fessional assistants; but it was soon afterward 
suppressed by a cabal, in the absence of the 
Principal governors.

For the progress and diffuſion of science, we 
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are indebted not more to the happy efforts of ori- 
ginal genius, than to. the judicious industry ef 
those authors, who from time to time, employ 
their talents in digesting and elucidating succes- 
sive discoveries, The distinguished rank which 
Mr. Cavallo holds in this useful class of philoso- 
phic labourers, is sufficiently known. His treatises 
on popular and interesting branches of physics, 
may be justly esteemed the best elementary works 
which are extant in our language. They possess 
every requisite of such pertormances—perspicuity 
of style, proper selection of materials, and clear ar- 
rangement. The merit of Mr. Cavallo is not, 
however, the merit of a merely judicious compi— 
ler.

'TRICITY, was, to announce the improvements, 
then lately made, in the administration of this new 
and singular medicine. 

The TREATISE on air is a very useful perfor- 
mance, especially when considered in reference 
to the state of this interesting branch of philoso- 
phy at the time of its publication. The great 
number and variety, as well as the importance of 
the discoveries then lately made by Dr. Priestley, 
and other philosophers heze and on the continent, 
upon this subject, and in various other branches 
of experimental philosophy connected with it, 
rendered a collection of the most important facts 
and observations, methodically arranged under 
distinct heads, peculiarly useful to those wishing 
to cultivate this extensive and interesting part 
of experimental knowledge. A somewhat simi-

The TREATISE ON MAGNETISM exhibits a 

| compre- 
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comprehenſive view of our knowledge on that 
Subject. The ingenious author has collected from 
tormer writers whatever was useful or curious, 
and added many new observations. He has dis- 
posed the various particulars in that order, which 
naturally leads the reader from the simplest to the 
most intricate part of the subject, by the paths 
which are plainest and shortest. 

It is not quite forty years since the artificial 
aerial fluids began to be administered as remgdies 
to the human body. The uncertainty, and the 
errors of the early applications, rendered the pro- 
gress of the practice slow and doubtful ; nor has 
the experience, or the success of recent and more 
numerous practitioners, been sufficient to deter- 
mine the precise power of the aerial fluids, or to 
dissipate the doubts which are still entertained 
concerning their use. A desire of extricating 
the subject from the conflux of contrary opinions,

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Mr. Chalmers is a gentleman of great learn- 
ing and a well-informed, useful and well-meaning 
writer; but his publications are, in general, cha- 
racterised by a quaint, patch-work, pedantic style, 
whose want of spirit and animation displeases 
almost every reader. 

The POLITICAL ANNALS were valued as a 
collection of authentic materials, many of which 
had not before been brought to light. Beside 
the information which the author obtained from 
acts of aſſemblies and state papers previously pub- 
lished, he collected many valuable papers from 
the records preserved in the plantation- office · 
His volume brings down the history of the United 
Colonies to the time of the revolution: and it was 
the intention of Mr. Chalmers, in a subsequent 
volume, to continue it to the peace in 1753. It 
was remarked by many with concern, that, in a 
publication so valuable on account of the. distinct- 
vess of its detail and the authenticity of its docu- 
ments, every fact, which will admit of it, ſhould 
have been so studiously applied to the vindication 
of a principle, as warmly contradicted by one 
party as it was strenuously asserted by another, 
the right of the British parliament to tax Ame- 
rica. Taking for granted that a series of prece- 
dents is of itself a sufficient foundation of lega- 
lity, and that it was conclusive to argue from the 
manner in which the colonies were treated in their 
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infancy to that in which they ought to be treated 
in their maturity, Mr. Chalmers took every occa- 
Sion which the history afforded him of maintain- 
ing this right: and, in indulging the warmth of 
political disputation, he made perhaps too great a 
Sacrifice of the dignity of history. 

The ESTIMATE OF THE COMPARATIVE 
STRENGTH OF BRITAIN was a well-timed pub- 
lication of very uncommon merit. Patient and 
acute in his investigations, and in his reasonings 
judicious, solid and candid, Mr. Chalmers com- 
bated the gloomy and desponding notions of Dr. 
Price and his followers ; and, seconding the ef- 
forts of Messrs. Wales and Howlet, by success- 
fully opposing calculation to calculation, on the 
Subjects of trade, internal strength and popula- 
tion, he brought conviction and comfort to those 
minds whose perceptions were not obstructed by 
party-zeal ; and discovered a degree of intelli- 
gence, the authenticity of which time has suffi- 
ciently evinced. The facts, indeed, stated in this 
publication are so numerous and important, that 
it affords a rich fund of valuable materials to every 
political speculator. 

In his ox1Ntoxns on subjects of public law 
and commercial policy, even the friends of Ame- 
rica acknowledged, that, Mr. Chalmers, with 
considerable force and equal candour, threw out 
many important observations and maintained 

some 
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some striking positions, which it was difficult 
for them to refute, however disagreeable they 
might find it to admit them. He is, indeed, a 
most able, judicious and convincing writer on 
these subjects: and he afforded ample satisfac- 
tion to those who were desirous of obtaining solid 
information upon them. 

The HIS TORICAL TRACTS by Sir John Da- 
vies are four in number, viz. @ discovery of the true 
cause why Ireland was never brought under obe- 
dienge to the crown of England; a letter to the Earl 
of Salisbury on the state of Ireland in 1607 ; a letter 
to the Earl of Salisbury in 1610, giving an account 
of the plantation of Voter; and a Speech to the Lord 
Deputy in 1613, tracing the ancient constitution of 
Ireland. The first had been several times pre- 
viously printed, but the other three were col- 
lected from the literary treasures in the British 
Museum, 7 | 

It is the fate of many eminent personages 
that the knowledge of their origin has become ob- 
scure, either from the general inattention of the 
times in which they lived, or from the defects of 
traditional information: but a more than common 
obscurity seems, from the beginning, to have 
veiled the extraction of the celebrated De Foe.. 
Living in troublesome times, with great abilities, 
extensive knowledge, and a ready pen, he be- 
came a busy controversial writer. He steadily 


sup- 
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supported the whig interest, but could not, as an 
honest considerate man, go every length with his 
party: thus, while he provoked the hatred of the 
tories, he was not able to gain the entire love of 
the whigs, and between both bis character has 
been transmitted to us under various misrepre— 
sentations. Three-score years after the death 
of this ingenious and well-informed writer, Mr. 
Chalmers amused himselt in writing his life; and, 
with industrious and commendable zeal, he traced 
every circumstance, as well as the distance, of 
time would permit, to set his character and con- 
duct in a true light. 

Of the COLLECTION OF TREATIES we need 
only observe, that the corps diplomatique and all the 
cadets cf that corps, are under obligations to 
Mr. Chalmers for thus filling up so considera- 
ble a class in a statesman's library. 

The life of Ruddiman includes an important 
period of Scottish history; and Mr. Chalmers 
has been indefatigable in his endeavours to illus- 
trate it, to trace the progress of literature, which 
is interwoven with his hero's life and labours, 
and to throw as much light as possible on the 
controversy respecting Buchanan and his history, 
which Ruddiman for many years sustained. But, 
although this work abundantly evinces the au-

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no necessity for its being so much protracted; 
nor was it requisite that the narrative of Ruddi- 
man the grammarian, printer and librarian, who 
occupied no very brilliant situation, should be 
written with so much Johnsonian pomposity. 
The aroLoGcy for the believers in the Shak- 
Speare-papers has been properly called a waste 
of erudition. It may, indeed, fairly be ques- 
tioned, whether any person beside Mr. Chalmers, 
could or would have written on the subject, a 
closely printed octavo volume of more than 609 
pages. 

Mr. Chalmers has been at some pains to de- 
tet the author of the purRsVITs OF LITERA- 
TURE; and, we understand, a publication on 


that subject is to be expected from his pen. 


Being known to be in the habit of writing for 


administration, many of the anonymous pamphlets 


on that side of the question have been attributed

Ft does not relate a 
complete action, which has a beginning, a middle and an end, and 
which is enlivened by amusing episodes: but it is a series of histo- 


rica] poems, in which the author has taken the same liberty with the 


Persian history, that Homer took with the account of the siege of 


Troy. 
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the same incidents, the crowded exhibition of 
famous characters, the multiplicity of agents 
without much diversity of plans, and the accu- 
mulation of facts without much distinction of co- 
lour, so divide, subdivide, and weaken our atten- 
tion and interest in perusing historical represen- 
tations, that when the constant tenor of history 
is usurped by the poet, he necessarily fails of ar- 
resting that fixed and solemn attention, and of 
kindling those high enthusiastic feelings which 
obey the more potent attractions of the epic mo- 
del. If, however, this poem so marvellously at- 
fected the feelings of his countrymen, and ra- 
vished the fine taste of Mahmoud, the accom- 
plished sultan of Ghezny, he labours under a 
still. greater disadvantage than that which. na- 
turally adhered to his plan, by a appearing to us 
through the gross and discoloured medium of a 
very indifferent translation. Whether Mr. Cham- 
pion has laid aside his original design of tran- 
slating the whole of these poems, we are uncer- 
tain. Had he contented himself with a lite- 
ral prose translation, and left the more fanciful 
parts of the execution to some person of more 
poetical talents and richer qualifications, he would 
in our opinion have acted a wiser part. What 
we have alledged, robs him, indeed, of the bays 
as à poet, but leaves unimpeached, his general 
understanding and abilities; and it is to be wish- 
: ed 
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ed that the perversion of talents, which, when ex- 
erted in their proper course, might be of benefit 
to mankind, but which, if unreasonably tortured 
from their natural propensity, reward our pains 
only with abortive struggles, or defermed pro- 
ductions, should be prevented.

After being em- 
ployed by the university to edite a magnificent 
copy of their celebrated marbles, he travelled at 
the expence of the Dilletanti society, which de- 
frayed the publication of his Ionian antiquities, 
and his travels in Asia, Minor and Greece. Dr. 


Chandler afterward obtained a living in Hamp-

In his improved copy of the Arundelian mar- 
bles, Dr. Chandier corrected the mistakes of the 
tormer 
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former editors; and in some of the inscriptions, 
particularly that of the parian chronicle, he sup- 
piied the lacune by many ingenious conjectures, 
He merits, indeed, for this work, all the praise 
that is due to industry and erudition. 

Upon a report of the state of the Dilletanti 
society's finances, in the year 1764, it appeared 
that they were in possession of a considerable 
sum above what their current services required. 
It was resolved to apply part of this money to 
some purpose which might promote taste and 
do honour to the society; and it was determined 
that persons properly qualified should be sent, 
with sufficient appointments, to certain parts of 
the East, to collect information relative to the 
former state of those countries, and, particularly, 
to procure exact descriptions of the ruins of such 
monuments of antiquity as were yet to be seen 
in those parts. Three persons were chosen for 
this undertaking: Dr. Chandler was appointed 
to execute the classical part of the plan; the 
province of architecture was assigned to Mr. Re- 
vett, the associate of Mr. Stuart in the antiquities 
of Athens; and the choice of a proper person tor 
taking views, and copying bass reliefs, fell upon 
Mr. Pars, a young painter of promising talents. 
The materials which these gentlemen brought 
home were thought to be worthy of the public, 
and thys we obtained the curious and valuable 

Ff4 IoNIAN 
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loNIAN ANTIQUITIES, published by them in 
association; and also the subsequent productions 
of Dr. Chandler. 

The 1nscRIPTIONES ANTIQUE, may be 
considered as a valuable supplement to the col- 
lections of ancient inscriptions, with which the 
public had been favoured by Gruter, Muratori, 
Spon, Hesselius, Pocock and others; while the 
TRAVELS are not less entertaining by their au- 
thor's display of his knowledge and skill as an 


antiquary, than by his account of his classical 
rarables and adventures. 


Dr. Chandler has, we understand, been for 


some time engaged in preparing for the press a 
life of William Wainflete, founder of Magdalen- 
college, Oxford.
